DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of Hall et al. (461 1878). 

AAPA (Figure 6 of the instant invention) shows all the features of these claims 
except the engagement section of the terminal having a plurality of resilient bent leaves 
to form a substantially cylindrical configuration. Such a feature is well known in the art 
of electrical connectors. Hall (Figure 1) clearly shows such a configuration for terminals 
1 12a-1 12D. It would have been obvious to provide such a feature to the AAPAs 
terminals 6 because this would provide an excellent connection as taught by hall. 

Conclusion
